Park, Franklin Park, Hillside, LaGrange, LaGrange Park, Maywood, Melrose Park, Northlake, Schiller 
Park and Stone Park. The project complies with the HOME Program regulations and furthers the goals of 
the Five-Year Consolidated Community Development Plan (approved by the Board of Commissioners on 
July 6, 1995, and the U.S. Department of Housing and Urban Development on September 30, 1995). 
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The HOME Program loan of $500,000.00 will be made between West Suburban Neighborhood Preservation 
Agency (“WSNPA”) and the County of Cook. WSNPA, has previously been a successful participant with 
HOME Program and Community Development Block Grant (CDBG) funds. Approval of this loan will 
enable WSNPA to continue their Owner-occupied Single-family Rehabilitation Program. Permanent liens 
are placed on the properties for the amount of the rehabilitation by the West Suburban Neighborhood 
Preservation Agency. After rehabilitation is completed, WSNPA then assigns the Note, Owner’s 
Participation Agreement, and Junior Mortgage to Cook County. The Cook County HOME Program will 
recapture funds expended on the projects when these homes are sold, transferred, or otherwise alienated and 
title are transferred. 

The approval of this loan by this Honorable Body will permit staff to issue necessary commitments to 
allow this project to move forward. 

Fiscal Impact: None. Grant Funds: $500,000.00. (772-298 Account).

Title 42, Chapter 42, Part 413.13 of the Code of Federal Regulations requires Medicare reimbursement 
for medical and other services rendered by public hospitals be subject to the lower cost or charge (LCC) 
limitation unless services are provided free of charge or at a nominal charge. During fiscal year ending 
November 30, 1994, Cook County Hospital was not considered a nominal charge provider and as a result 
Medicare reimbursement for medical and other services was subject to the LCC limitation. 

Once nominal charge status is obtained a provider is no longer subject to the LCC limitation. Cook County 
Hospital has attempted to gain nominal charge status in the past and our efforts have been unsuccessful. 

Based on Deloitte Consulting’s in-depth knowledge of the regulations governing nominal charge status, 
experience in preparing nominal charge requests, and their experience with the financial transactions of 
the Hospital, they are recommended for the engagement. 

If Cook County Hospital is awarded nominal charge status, the Hospital may generate an additional $7 
million in revenue on the Medicare Cost Report for fiscal year 1994. 
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The proposed fee for preparing and submitting the nominal charge request for fiscal year 1994 is 
$950,000.00. This fee is subject to overall satisfaction by Cook County with services performed by 
Deloitte Consulting. If Cook County Hospital receives nominal charge status, Deloitte Consulting will 
prepare nominal charge requests for fiscal years ending November 30, 1995 through November 30, 1998 
at no additional charge. 

It is anticipated that the Medicare Fiscal Intermediaiy will require six to twelve months to review the 
request and render a decision. 

Estimated Fiscal Impact: $950,000.00. Revenue generating: $7,000,000.00. Contract period: April 15, 
2000 through April 14, 2002. (897-260 Account). Requisition No. 08970638.

Commissioner Lechowicz thanked Mark Kilgallon for his work on the amendments to the Human 
Resources Ordinance and for providing the summary sheet. He asked that the summary sheet be included 
in the record and that Mr. Kilgallon explain the points of the amendments and how they would affect 
county employees. 

Commissioner Moran asked Mr. Kilgallon if veteran’s preference is included in the amendments? 

Mr. Kilgallon responded that the ordinance amendments currently do not include veteran’s preference, 
however, the Bureau of Human Resources is conducting a survey of various counties to determine how 
veteran’s preference is defined. He also stated the survey has not been completed but plans include 
giving veteran’s preference in County employment, which will be submitted to the Board of 
Commissioners for approval. 
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Commissioner Moran asked how long will the process take? 

Mr. Kilgallon responded that the process should be completed in approximately 30 days. He indicated 
that the language requires further evaluation. 

Commissioner Moran informed the Committee that he had previously submitted amendments for 
veteran’s preference to the Bureau of Human Resources. 

Mr. Kilgallon responded that the Bureau did review the Commissioner’s amendments and determined that 
the state statutes in his amendments do not apply to Cook County. 

Commissioner Moran requested that his amendment be looked at specifically as it relates to Section 4 of 
the Ordinance. 

In response to Commissioner Lechowicz’s earlier request, Mr. Kilgallon stated the Human Resources 
Ordinance was passed in 1992 and did not incorporate the Shakman Consent Decree provisions nor were 
they implemented throughout the Bureau of Human Resources. The changes on recruitment and how 
individuals are hired were not incorporated in the original ordinance and are included in the amendments. 
He continued by stating that some of the rules and guidelines have never been repealed, going back as far 
as the Health and Hospitals Governing Commission; and the new ordinance will repeal those guidelines, 
making one standard procedure throughout the county. 

Commissioner Lechowicz stated the importance of bringing the Human Resources Ordinance in 
compliance with existing federal laws. 

Commissioner Hansen asked for a memorandum from the administration on the question of veteran’s 
preference. He stated there should be careful examination of this question. 

Commissioner Moreno asked the number of veterans in Cook County and how many took advantage of 
the veteran’s preference opportunity in Cook County. 

Mr. Kilgallon stated that he would research the question and respond in writing. 

Commissioner Lechowicz moved approval of Item No. 234496, seconded by Commissioner Sims.

ORDINANCE 
Ordinance Amending 

BUREAU OF HUMAN RESOURCES ORDINANCE 

WHEREAS, the County of Cook, Illinois is a home rule unit of local government pursuant to 
Article VII, Section 6(a) of the 1970 Illinois Constitution, and pursuant to the authority therein granted, 
may exercise any power and perform any function pertaining to its government and affairs; and 
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WHEREAS, pursuant to its home rule powers, on November 44 19, 1992, the Board of 
Commissioners of Cook County adopted an ordinance creating the Bureau of Human Resources to 
establish a professional and progressive merit-based human resources management system and to 
administer human resource functions; and 

WHEREAS, the Board of Commissioners of Cook County determines that it is necessary to make 
certain amendments to such ordinance and to further provide for transition and implementation of such 
ordinance; 

NOW, THEREFORE BE IT ORDAINED by the Board of Commissioners of the County of 
Cook, Illinois, as follows: 


ARTICLE ONE 

The November 44 19^ 1992, Ordinance establishing the Bureau of Human Resources is hereby 
amended as set forth below by insertion of underlined text and deletion of stricken text: 

Section 1. PURPOSE 

It is the general purpose of this ordinance, and it is necessary in the public interest, to establish a 
professional and progressive merit-based human resource management system that: (1) attracts, retains 
and motivates competent County employees; (2) provides the President and other County executives with 
the necessary flexibility and management control to assure the delivery of quality public service; and (3) 
establishes fair, equitable procedures for employees and applicants for employment. 

Section 2. ESTABLISHMENT OF THE BUREAU OF HUMAN RESOURCES 

A. There is hereby established a Bureau which shall be known as the Bureau of Human Resources. 
The Chief of Human Resources shall be the chief executive officer of the Bureau of Human 
Resources and shall be appointed by the President and shall serve at the pleasure of the President. 
The Chief of Human Resources shall be responsible for the general management and control of 
the Bureau of Human Resources in a manner consistent with the ordinances of the County, the 
laws of the state, and the rules of the Bureau. 

B. The Chief of Human Resources shall have the power and duty to: 

(1) Encourage and exercise leadership in the development of effective human resources 
management within the several departments in the County service, and to make available 
the facilities of the Bureau of Human Resources to this end; 

(2) Advise department heads, including elected officials, and the budget director as to the 
correct classification of a position before it is included in the budget and before an 
appointment is made. No appointment shall be approved without the prior approval of 
the Chief of Human Resources as to the classification of the position; 

(3) Foster and develops la}^ programs for the -i mpro ve tn e nt of e mp l oye e e ff e ct i v e n e i i s 
administration of human resource functions including position classification, salary 
administration, employee benefits, collective bargaining, labor management relations, 
employee communications, safety and health for the employees in all County departments 
including departments headed by elected official s: and . and also, including but not limit e d 
te? £bX programs for a professional and progressive merit based system for human 
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resources management (hereafter “career service"!. Career service shall include programs 
for recruitment, selection, discipline, grievance, promotion, affirmative action, performance 
management, probationary periods and training. . for e mploy ee s und e r the dir e ction and 
control of th e Pr e s i d e nt provid e d tliat an e l e ct e d d e partm ew F lie ad - may r e qu es t -i nelu si oH - ol' 
th e e mp l oy ee s und e r hi s /li e r dir e ction in any such programs ; 

(4) Establish and maintain records of all employees in the County service, in which there shall 
be set forth as to each employee the class title, pay and status, and other relevant data; 

(5) Certify that persons named on every payroll have been appointed and employed in 
accordance with the current budget; in addition, for employees under the direction and 
control of the President certify that persons named on payrolls have been appointed and 
employed in accordance with the provisions of this ordinance and the rules adopted 
thereunder. No disbursing or auditing officer shall make or approve or take any part in 
making or approving any payment for personnel serviee to those persons holding a 
position in the County service unless said payroll voucher or account of such pay bears 
the certification of the Chief of Human Resources or his/her authorized agent; 

(6) Apply and carry out this ordinance and the rules thereunder and to perform any other 
lawful acts which may be necessary or desirable to carry out the purpose and provisions 
of this ordinance;

Section 3. EXEMPTIONS 


The Bureau of Human Resources Ordinance and the Human Resources Management System thereby 
created, shall be construed as the law regulating the civil services of Cook County for all mirposes 
inchidina Section 17 of the Cook County Forest Preserve Act 170 ILCS 810/17) except as herein 
exempted. There shall be three categories of exemptions from the provisions of this ordinance. 


A. Fir s t, t The following positions shall be exempt from the classification authority of the Chief of 
Human Resources and from the se l e ction career service provisions of this ordinance. 

(1) Elected officials; 

(2) Bureau Chiefs; 

(3) Executive heads of departments; 

(4) Members of boards and commissions. 

R S e cond, t The following positions shall be exempt only from the career service and th e se l e ction 
provisions of this ordinance ; these positions shall be subject to classification and all other 
provisions of the ordinance: 

(1) Employees working directly for the County Board and its various committees; 
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(2) Employees working in the office of the President, and employees in the offices of the 
Bureau Chiefs and the Office of Capital Planning and Policy; 

(3) Employees of departments directly or indirectly headed by an elected official other than 
the President; 

(4) Employ ees who se work is s e asonal and do e s not e xc ee d 450 days in any cal e ndar y e ar ; 
Employees whose position has been designated as an exempt position pursuant to the 
Judgment in the matter of Michael L. Shakman. et al.. vs. The Democratic Organization 
of Cook County, et al.. 69 C 2145 entered on January 7. 1994 in the United States District 
Court for the Northern District of Illinois. Eastern Division. 

(5) Employees designated as executive service because they are responsible for the 
development of departmental management policy or because their positions are at the 
nexus where policy and implementation meet and are therefore, essential to the 
successful implementation of policy; 

(6) Positions exempted from the career service pursuant to the rules of the Bureau upon 
recommendation of a department head and after comment and recommendation by the 
Chief of Human Resources and the approval of the President. These additional 
exemptions must be based on the need for flexibility in appointment to positions which 
(a) are necessary in order to maintain confidentiality, or (b) are administratively 
necessary in order to effect a program including, but not limited to, such programs as 
internships, student work experience programs, trainee programs, federal public service 
employment programs, and any other programs, which, because of the program 
requirements, cannot be subject to career service requirements. 

All employees exempted in the above category are considered to be “at will” employees and shall serve at 
the pleasure of the appointing authority unless otherwise provided for by law or contract. 

C. Third, th e s e l e ction and disciplin e , of p Physicians and dentists employed by the County of Cook 
to work within the Cook County Bureau of Health Services shall be exempt from career service 
and shall be governed by the provisions of Section 8 of this ordinance. 

Unless exempted under Section 3 of this ordinance. Aall other employees under the direction and 
control of the Office of the President shall be covered under the m e rit ba se d career service 
provisions s ele ct i on pree e dur es provided for herein. 

An e l e ct e d official who is th e e x e cutiv e h e ad of - a County d e partm e nt may - r e qu e st that e mploy ees 

i n s aid d e partm e nt o e as e to be ex e mpt e d from - th e prov -is ien s -for th e m e r i t bas e d s e l e ct i on and 

promotion procedur e s of this ordinanc e . Such r e quest s hall b e in writing to th e Pr e sid e nt. Th e 
Pr es id e nt - shall r e spond in writing and upon th e Pr es ident’s approval, th e e mploy ee s of such 
d e partm e nt shal l b e s ub je et to the care e r s e rvic e and th e m e rit ba se d s e l e ct i on and promotion 
provis i on s -ef -th i s- erd i nanc e . Any e nrploy ees - ef s uch d e partm e nt at th e l i m e- o La p p rovo l e xc e pt 
an incum be nt in a position oth e rwis e e x e mpt e d in this s e ction, who has s e rv e d in his or h e r 
po s ition - in th e sam e titl e for l e ss than on e y e ar, shall b e s ubj e ct t e a probationary p e riod of on e 
y e ar from tir e dat e of th e e mp l oy ee ’ s t e mporary appointm e nt.

— Any e mploy ee of s uch 
d e partm e nt at th e tim e of approval, e .xc e pt an i noumb e nt i n a pos i t i on oth e rwl i j e e xempt e d i n this 
s e ction, who has s e rv e d in his or - h e r positi e n - 4n th e s am e titl e for on e y e ar or mor e s hall hav e 
car ee r -se rvic e s tatus i n that posit i on. 
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Section 4. HUMAN RESOURCE RULES 

A, The Chief of Human Resources shall issue rules to implement the provisions of this ordinance . 
Prior to the effective date of such rules, the Chief of Human Resources shall give public notice in 
one or more newspapers of general circulation, and in no case shall such publication be less than 
10 days before the effective date of the proposed rule or amendment to the rule. Such public 
notice shall include information concerning where the rules can be reviewed and where 
comments may be directed. Nothing contained herein shall prohibit the Chief of Human 
Resources from giving other appropriate public notice. The rules shall provide for: 

(1) The preparation, maintenance and revision of a position classification plan for all 
positions, except those exempted in Section 3 of this ordinance based upon similarity of 
duties performed and responsibility assigned, so that the same qualifications may 
reasonably be required for and the same schedule of pay may be applied equitably to all 
positions in the same class; 

(2) The annual submission of a pay plan to the President; 

(3) The recruitment and selection of persons in the career service on the basis of their r e lativ e 
fi tn ess Qualifications . Whenever it is appropriate in the judgment of the Chief of Human 
Resources a fair and open lottery procedure may be applied to develop the order of 
candidates to be considered for selection. Other selection procedures including, but not 
limited to interviews, performance tests, or medical examinations may be applied after 
the use of a lottery; 

(4) The establishment of lists of eligibles for appointment and promotion in career service, 
upon which lists shall be placed the names of successful candidates in order of their 
relative excellence in the respective examinations , where such examinations are 
administered . The Chief of Human Resources may substitute categorical rankings such 
as excellent, well-qualified and qualified for numerical ratings and establish eligible lists 
accordingly. Such rules may provide for lists by area or location, by department or other 
agency, for removal of those not available for or refusing employment, for minimum and 
maximum duration of such lists, for the addition of names of successful candidates to 
lists and for such other provisions as may be necessary to provide rapid and satisfactory 
service to the operating agencies. The rules may authorize removal of eligibles from lists 
if those eligibles fail to furnish evidence of availability upon forms sent to them by the 
Chief of Human Resourees; 

(5) The certification to an appointing authority of the namesf-(a) of a minimum of the seven 
persons , or all applicants if less than seven apply. ta~) with the highest numerical ratings 
available on the appropriate eligible list to fill each vacancy, or (b) from the highest 
ranking group if the list is by categorical rankings instead of numerical ratings; 

(6) Promotions which shall give appropriate considerations to the applicant’s qualifications, 
record of performance and ability; 

(7) Probationary periods after original appointment not to exceed one year. An employee 
who completes a probationary period shall have the status of a career service employee; 
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(8) Probationary periods after promotional appointment not to exeeed one year. The rules 
may also provide for the restoring of an employee's career service status to the class from 
which a promotion was made when an employee does not successfully complete a 
promotional probationary period or when an employee requests a return to the next lower 
rank with the approval of the department head; 

(9) Emergency employment for not more than 90 ^ days with the consent of the Chief of 
Human Resources and for provisional employment when there is no appropriate eligible 

e xc e pt d u r i ng th e fir s t two y e ar s aft e r th e adoption of - t l fts ord h ranc e; 

(10) Keeping records of performance of employees in the career service, which performance 
records shall be considered in determining salary increments or increases for meritorious 
services; as a factor in promotions; as a factor in reinstatements; and as a factor in 
discharges and transfers. Appropriate performance records will be maintained for other 
employees; 

(11) Layoffs in the career service, by reason of lack of funds or work, or abolition of a 
position, or material change in duties or organization, and for reemployment of 
employees so laid off; 

(12) Implementation and administration of the grievance procedure provided by this 
ordinance; 

(13) The establishment of disciplinary measures such as suspension, demotion in rank or 
grade, or discharge where e xc e pt f ^ w employees ^ subject to a collective bargaining 
agreement and that Any s uch agreement establishes shall b e th e ba sis for disciplinary or 
proc essi ng grievances procedures, conc e rning disc i p li n e , those procedures control . For 
all other career service employees, such disciplinary measures shall provide for a 
statement of the charges on which discipline is based, together with an explanation of the 
evidence supporting the charges and an opportunity for the employee to respond to the 
charges in writing before action is taken, appeals after such disciplinary action, and a 
hearing on the charges upon request of the employee in case of discharge, demotion or 
suspension exceeding 10 work days, and review of suspensions not exceeding 10 work 
days, consistent with the requirements of due process of law. The charges and 
explanation of evidence need not be in any particular form, but must be sufficient to 
apprise the employee of the matters on which discipline may be based. The employee’s 
response must be reviewed by the department head or designee responsible for making 
the decision, provided that such designee may be the person who initiated the charges 
against the employee. No career service employee may be discharged, demoted or 
suspended for more than 10 work days unless the statement of charges and any matters in 
support are first reviewed by the Chief of Human Resources, before the employee is 
notified of such action; 

(14) Fer-dDevelopment and operations of programs to improve work effectiveness, including 
training, education, safety, health, welfare, counseling, recreation and employee relations. 
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Section 5. EMPLOYEE APPEALS BOARD 

There is hereby created an Employee Appeals Board consisting of thr ee five members appointed by the 
President of the County Board for a term of six years, or until their respective successors are appointed 
and qualified, except that of the initially appointed board, one member shall be appointed for two years, 
ene two members shall be appointed for four years, and one two members for six years. Upon the 
expiration of the term of any member of the p e rsonn e l - beard Employee Appeals Board, the President 
shall appoint each successor for a term of six years and each member shall serve until a successor is 
appointed and qualified. A vacancy shall be filled for the remainder of an unexpired term in the same 
manner as original appointments. The President shall appoint one of the members of the board as 
chairperson to serve for a term of two years or until a successor is appointed. The President may, in the 
President's discretion, remove any member of the Employee Appeals Board for incompetence, neglect of 
duty or malfeasance in office. The President shall forthwith notify the County Board in writing of any 
such removal. Any vacancy created by such removal by the President shall be filled by the President 
pursuant to the provision of this Section. 

In addition to the duties described in Section 6, the Employee Appeals Board may be requested by the 
President or by the Chief of Human Resources to prepare special reports or to otherwise give advice on 
human resource issues. 

Section 6. HEARING OF CHARGES DISCIPLINARY ACTIONS BROUGHT AGAINST 
EMPLOYEES 

Ai The Employee Appeals Board, a member thereof, or a hearing officer appointed by the Board 
shall conduct a hearing of all appeals by any career service employee not represented by a union, 
of discharge, demotion, or suspension for a period of more than 10 days upon request of the 
employ ee^i The Chief of Human Resources and may provide by rule for review of suspensions of 
10 days or less. The Employee Appeals Board, any of its members, or a hearing officer appointed 
by the Board may administer oaths and secure by notice both the evidence and witnesses for the 
production of relevant books and papers. All proceedings before the Board, a member thereof, or 
the hearing officer shall be recorded. The findings and decision of a member of the Board or 
hearing officer shall be certified to the Employee Appeals Board, which may accept or reject the 
findings and decision or may require further hearing before the Board. After the Board accepts 
the findings and decision of its member or hearing officer, or after a hearing by the Employee 
Appeals Board, it shall certify the findings and decision to the Chief of Human Resources who 
shall then notify the appropriate appointing authority. Nothing in this Section limits the power of 
the appointing authority or his/her designee to take disciplinary action against a subordinate 
pursuant to the rules of the Bureau of Human Resources. 

R Appeals by an employee of discharge, demotion or suspension for a period exceeding 10 days 
shall be governed by the following procedure: 

0}(a) The employee shall be given written notice of the disciplinary decision by the department 
head or designee. The employee may appeal the department head’s or designee's 
decision to the Employee Appeals Board by making a written request therefor within five 
calendar days of the effective date of discipline. An appeal shall not affect the effeetive 
date of discipline. 
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(2}(b) If the employee requests a hearing, a date therefor shall be set, not more than 45 days 
following receipt of the request for hearing by the Employee Appeals Board. Either party 
may request a continuance for good cause shown, but the hearing must be completed 
within 60 calendar days of the initial hearing date, unless further delay is caused by the 
employee. The Employee Appeals Board shall render a decision on the appeal not more 
than 50 calendar days after the close of the hearing. If the time limitations provided for 
herein are not met due to delay requested by or caused by the County, the employee shall 
be entitled prospectively to the pay and benefits of the position held before the imposition 
of suspension or discharge, or in the case of a demotion the difference in pay between the 
former and current position, beginning with the first day after the failure to meet the time 
limit, pending decision of the Employee Appeals Board, but the employee shall have no 
right to be reinstated except by order of the Employee Appeals Board. The Employee 
Appeals Board shall file a written report in all cases where a discharged, demoted or 
suspended employee becomes entitled to the pay and benefits of his or her former 
position prospectively by reason of failure to meet a time limit. The report shall be filed 
with the County Board within 21 days of the failure to meet a time limit, and shall 
contain the causes and circumstances of such failure. Nothing herein shall deprive the 
Employee Appeals Board of jurisdiction to decide the merits of the disciplinary action. 

An employee whose discipline is not upheld shall receive full back pay for any period when 
he or she was off work, or serving in a lower position, less any lesser disciplinary action 
imposed by the Board. Said employee shall be reinstated to his or her position or such 
lower position as determined by the Board, upon notification of the Board’s decision, or 
following such lesser discipline as may be imposed by the Board, as appropriate. 

Section 7. GRIEVANCE PROCEDURES FOR EMPLOYEES 

The Chief of Human Resources shall prescribe uniform procedures for pursuing grievances for career 
service employees not r e pr e s e nt e d by a un i on where such grievance procedures are not provided in a 
collective bargaining agreement , including provisional employees. "Grievances," as defined herein shall 
not include disputes over salary scales, reclassification or wage rates. 

Section 8. THE SELECTION AND DISCIPLINE OF PHYSICIANS AND DENTISTS 

Notwithstanding any other provisions of this ordinance, the Chief of the Cook County Bureau of Health 
Services shall establish the procedures for the recruitment, selection, and discipline, grievance, 
afrirmative action, performance maiiagemenl. probationary periods, training and promotion of physicians 
and dentists emnloved by the County of Cook to work within the Cook County Bureau of Health Services 
w ill- b e-t h e r es ponsib il ity - of th e Ch ie f Health S e rvic es Offic e r in a manner consistent with applicable law 
and the requirements of applicable accrediting organizations, stat e s t - atut es ; -l ^ ■e qu i F e H^ e^ d s- e ■ F t h e . J o in t 
Commi s s i on on Accr e d i tation of H e a l thcar e Organizat i ons and th e By l aw s of th e M e dica l Staff No 
physician or dentist shall be entitled to proceed under this ordinance to grieve a corrective action taken 
against medical staff membership or clinical privileges pursuant to the applicable Medical Staff Bylaws. 

Section 9. NON-DISCRIMINATION 

No person shall discriminate against any County employee or applicant for County employment because 
of race, color, sex, age, religion, disability, national origin, ancestry, sexual orientation, marital status, 
parental status, military discharge status, source of income, er housing, or any other protected category 
established by law, statute or ordinance. 
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Section 10. UNLAWFUL PRACTICES RELATING TO EMPLOYEES AND EMPLOYMENT - 
PENALTY 

A. No person shall directly or indirectly coerce, attempt to coerce or command any employee in the 
County service to pay, lend or contribute anything of value to a party, committee, organization, 
agency, or person for political purposes. Nothing herein contained shall affect the right of the 
employee to hold membership in, and support, a political party or candidate, to vote as he/she 
chooses, to express his/her opinions on all political subjects and candidates, to maintain political 
neutrality, and to attend political meetings. 

B. No persons shall make any false statement, certificate, mark, rating or report with regard to any 
test, certification or appointment made under any provisions of this ordinance or in any manner 
commit or attempt to commit any fraud, prevent the impartial execution of this ordinance and any 
rules issued thereunder. 

C. No person shall, directly or indirectly, give, render, pay, offer, solicit, or accept any money, 
service or other valuable consideration for any appointment, proposed appointment, promotion or 
proposed promotion, or any advantage in a position in the County service. 

D. No employee of the Bureau of Human Resources, examiner, or other person shall deceive or 
obstruct any person in his/her right to examination, eligibility, certification or appointment under 
this ordinance, or furnish to any person special or secret information for the purpose of affecting 
the rights of any person with respect to employment in the career service. 

E. Any person who willfully violates this section shall be fined not less than $100 nor more than 
$500 or be imprisoned for not more than 6 months, or both. Any person who is convict e d of-a 
found to be in violation of this section shall, for a period of five years, be ineligible for 
appointment to or employment in a position in the County service, and if he/she is an officer or 
employee of the County shall forfeit his/her office or position. 

Section 11. APPLICABILITY TO CAREER SERVICE AND PROBATIONARY CAREER 
SERVICE EMPLOYEES 

A. Employees who are civil service or probationary civil service immediately prior to the adoption 
of this ordinance shall be continued in their respective positions in the career service without 
further examination, unless exempted from career service or se parat e d from tlie i r |x> si t i ons a s 
p r o v i d e d by ordinanc e or rul e . Noth i ng h e r e in shal l pr e clud e (h e r e clas si ficat i on or r e al l ocat i on 
a s prov i d e d by th i s chapt e r of any pos i t i on h el d by such incumb e nt . 

The Civil Service Commission of Cook County shall be and is hereby abolished. Matters 
oendinu before the Civil Service Commission of Cook County shall be continued and concluded 
in accordance with Rules and Regulations of the Civil Service Commission but shall be decided 
by the Employee Appeals Board. 

For the period of transition, the President may appoint the ciirrenl members of the Civil Service 
Commission to serve as the members of the Employee Appeals Board. Each member so 
annointed shall serve for the remainder ol'thc unexpired term of appointment to the Civil Service 
Commission. Upon expiration of the current terms of office, appointment to the Employee 
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Appeals Board shall be as provided tii Section 5 of the Human Resources Ordinance. Members 
oflhe Civil Service Commission appointed to serve on the Employee Appeals Board puisiiani to 
this paragraph shall not be entitled to receive additional compensation, but shall receive the 
compensation provided for members of the Civil Service Commission for the remainder of the 
2000 fiscal year. Thereafter, compensation for members of the Employee Appeals Board shall be 
pursuant to appropriation. 

B. The following transition schedule shall apply to employee disciplinary matters: 

ID All disciplinary matters pending before the Civil Service Commission on the effective 
date of this Amendatory Ordinance shall be continued for disposition pursuant to the 
rules of the Civil Service Commission, except that such matters shall be heard and 
decided by the Employee Appeals Board. 

( 2 .) Where an employee is subject to a collective bargaining agreement which provides for 
disciplinary measures under rules of the Civil Service Commission and the employee has 
elected to proceed under the Civil Service Commission, such disciplinary matters shall 
commence and continue for disposition under the rules of the Civil Service Commission 
until such time as the collective bargaininu agreement expires or is amended. 

(3.) Upon the effective date of this Amendatory Ordinance, disciplinary actions may be 
initiated pursuant to rules of the Civil Service Commission for a period of sixty days, 
only where such actions pertain to events or other infractions which took place prior to 
the effective date of these amendments. Thereafter, all disciplinary actions shall be 
initiated pursuant to rules and regulations promulgated in accordance with the Bureau of 
Human Resources Ordinance. 

Section 12. TEMPORARY APPOINTMENTS 


The determination of positions to be covered by the career service shall be made within one hundred and 
eighty days of the effective date of this ordinance, unless extended by the Board. At that time, any 
employee holding a temporaiy appointment under Civil Service shall have career service status subject to 
the following provisions. 


An employee holding a temporary appointment in a civil service position for one year or more 
immediately prior to the adoption of this ordinance shall have career service status in that position without 
further examination, u n less sepa r ated u s provid e d by ord i nanc e or ru le , or unless the position is oth e rwi se 
r e cla sst fi e d. r e aHec ate d - o f exempted from career service as provided by this ordinance. 


Any employee holding a temporary appointment in a civil service position for less than one year 
immediately prior to the adoption of this Amendatory Ordinance shall be required to serve a probationary 
period of one year commencing on the date of the employee's temporary appointment to that position. 
Upon the successful completion of any such probationary period, said employee shall have career service 
status in that position without further examination, unless separated as provided by ordinance or rule, or 
unless the position is otherwise reclassified, reallocated or exempted from career service as provided by 
this ordinance. Any employee covered under the provisions of a collective bargaining contract will be 
subject to the probationary period found in that contract rather than the provisions of this ordinance. 
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Section 13. RECIPROCAL AGREEMENTS WITH OTHER AGENCIES 

The Chief of Human Resources is authorized and empowered to enter into reciprocal agreements, upon 
such terms as may be agreed upon, for the use of equipment, materials, facilities, and services with any 
public agency or body for purposes deemed of benefit to the County service. The Chief of Human 
Resources may cooperate with other governmental agencies in conducting personnel tests, classification 
of positions, recruiting personnel and training personnel. 

Section 14. EARLIER RULES AND REGULATIONS EFFECT OF RULES 

This Amendatory Ordinance repeals, supplants and supersedes: the rules, reuulations. directives and 
policies of the Civil Service Commission of Cook County, the Health and Hospital Governing 
Commission, and the Department of Personnel and the Position Classificalion Agency tcollectivelv 
“former riiles”L the March 1987 Human Relations Guide for Supervisors: the December 1995 
Progressive Discipline and the Grievance Process: A Guide for Supervisors: the July 1996 Cook County 
Employee Resource Guide: and, any policies, procedures or handbooks of any department or agency 
under the direction and control of the Office of the President to the extent they are inconsistent with the 
provisions of this ordinance and the rules promulgated hereunder. This ordinance and the rules adopted 
pursuant hereto shall be the sole source of authority governing Cook Countv human resources 
management . A l l - rul e s and r e gulations of th e Civi l Sei-vic e Comnr iss ion, D e partment of P e rsonn e l and 
tl i e- P esiti oH C l a ss ifieat i on Ag e ncy in e ff e ct at th e tim e of th e adopt i on of this oi di B an ee not contrary to or 
inconsi s t e nt with t e rm s e f - t i u s ord i nanc e s hal l r e main in forc e until t he y e xpir e by th e ir own limitation or 
ar e ult e r e d - or - am e nd e d or r e p e a le d pur s «ant - to tlr i s ordinanc e . 

ARTICLE TWO 

This Amendatory Ordinance shall take effect upon passage.

Your Committee on Construction of the Board of Commissioners of Cook County met pursuant to notice 
on Thursday, March 30, 2000 at the hour of 10:00 AM in the Board Room, Room 569, County Building, 
118 North Clark Street, Chicago, Illinois. 

Your Committee has considered the following items and upon adoption of this report, the 
recommendations are as follows; 

234808 OFFICE OF CAPITAL PLANNING AND POLICY, by Michael E. LaMont, Director, 
transmitting a Communication, dated March 14, 2000: 

Transmitted herewith for your approval is a request for authorization to enter into a professional 
services contract with ENVIRONMENTAL SYSTEMS DESIGN, INC. in the amount of 
$890,000.00 for architectural/engineering services for the County Building Infrastructure 
Upgrade. It is respectfully requested that this honorable body approve this request. 

This contract provides for evaluation of all mechanical, electrical, plumbing and life safety 
systems in the County Building, a report on the condition of each system, options for 
repair/replacement and the probable cost, recommendations to the County as to a course of 
action and preparation of construction documents after the County has chosen the appropriate 
action. 

Estimated Fiscal Impact: $890,000.00. Bond Issue (7000 Account). 

Sufficient funds have been appropriated to cover this request. 

*Referred to the Construction Committee on March 23,2000. 

Commissioner Collins asked what the $890,000 request covers? 

Michael LaMont stated that it is the budget for the consulting fee, which begins with the assessment. 
Commissioner Silvestri asked if the $890,000 includes consulting fees for the entire project? 

Michael LaMont responded that the fee is for the entire project. 

Commissioner Hansen asked what is the estimated project cost? 

Michael LaMont responded the total budget is $8.1 million. 

Commissioner Hansen asked if the project is approximately eleven percent of the total budget? 

Michael LaMont responded the request is approximately eleven percent. 

Commissioner Hansen asked if the facade is included in this scope? 

Michael LaMont responded that the fa 9 ade is being contracted with another consulting firm and will 
begin soon. 

Commissioner Hansen asked how much will the facade cost? 
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Michael LaMont stated that the cost will not be known until the assessment is completed. He also said 
the County will be working with the City of Chicago so there will be one contractor for the entire 
building. 

Commissioner Hansen asked when the mechanical, plumbing and electrical work was last done? 

Michael LaMont stated that some mechanical improvements have been done over the years but nothing 
within the past five years. 

Commissioner Hansen asked Mr. LaMont to give a brief history on the County building. 

Michael LaMont stated that in the early 1990s the main switch gear from Edison was replaced in the 
basement. The distribution from that switch gear up to the eleventh floor was not replaced and is 
included in this project. 

Michael LaMont asked representatives from Environmental Systems Design, Inc. to further respond to the 
question. 

Stan Czajkowski, Mechanical Engineer with Environmental Systems Design, Project Manager, stated that 
the HVAC was upgraded once and is currently out-of-date. He indicated other concerns involve loads 
that have been incurred by the building with upgrades, computers and occupancy. 

Mr. Czajkowski gave the committee on overview of what ESD, Inc. looked at during the survey and what 
they are anticipating being part of the project. He stated they are going through the complete air handling 
system on the floors, that currently has individual air handlers. The company will also look at air 
filtration and controls. The plan is to have a complete automated electronic system that is programmable 
and can be monitored on a remote basis. He further stated that a variable air volume system will be 
installed, which will be retro fitted into the existing space. Mr. Czajkowski said the project will include 
additional controls on the radiation for the heating, enhance and upgrade the toilet exhaust systems in the 
duct work, upgrading the basement and sub-basements for use by the County, upgrading and renovating 
the cooling tower used in conjunction with the chiller, and will put variable frequency drives on all of fan 
systems which will reduce operating costs by reducing the amount of electrical power needed. 

Commissioner Hansen asked what will be done in the second and third sub-basements? 

Mr.Czajkowski stated that the Office of Capital Planning and Policy asked that the second and third sub¬ 
basements be enhanced so they can be used for other services. He also stated that the new systems will be 
for general ventilation and the third sub-basement will not function as occupied space. 

Commissioner Hansen requested that Mr. LaMont prepare a special memorandum on air quality and 
ventilation. He stated that the commissioners need to know exactly what is necessary and should not 
short-cut this project. 

Michael LaMont responded that he will prepare a memorandum to the committee. 

Commissioner Hansen raised the issue of the use of the Cook County Building in various segments. He 
also asked how can this project be done when a final decision has not been made on the full use of the 
County Building? 

Michael LaMont responded that he does not believe there will be any waste, and when the project begins, 
it will be assumed that the entire building will be occupied. 
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Commissioner Hansen asked if the building is altered in the future, can individual vent zones be 
programmed at that time? 

Michael LaMont responded yes. 

234809 OFFICE OF CAPITAL PLANNING AND POLICY, by Michael E. LaMont, Director, 
transmitting a Communication, dated March 14, 2000: 

Transmitted herewith for your approval is a request for authorization to enter into a 
professional services contract with CAMPBELL TIU CAMPBELL, INC. in the amount of 
$775,500.00 for architectural/engineering services for the Juvenile Temporary Detention 
Center Security / Intake Areas Relocation & Lighting Upgrades Project. It is respectfully 
requested that this honorable body approve this request. 

This project consists of the re-design of the administrative areas on the second floor and three 
(3) dormitory units to increase overall building efficiency and decrease maintenance 
expenses, re-design and relocation of Security/Intake areas on the concourse level, and 
lighting systems upgrades. 

The implementation of this project will address several of the recent recommendations made 
by the John Howard Association for improvements at this facility.

Commissioner Silvestri asked if this is part of a recommendation that came from the consultant or the 
administration of the facility? 

Michael LaMont stated that the bulk of the items are the result of a review by the John Howard 
Association and the Juvenile Temporary Detention Center. Primarily, he stated, that the project takes into 
account the upgrading of the security system, lighting, and creation of a special needs unit which were all 
recommendations made by John Howard Association last fall. 

Commissioner Silvestri asked how much of a decrease in maintenance expenses would result from the 
project and by how much? 

Michael LaMont stated that he did not know at this time, but will provide something to the 
commissioners. 

Commissioner Hansen asked what is the estimated project cost? 

Michael LaMont stated that the estimated project cost is $8.5 million. 

Commissioner Hansen asked who made the recommendations? 

Michael LaMont stated they came from both the facility as well as the John Howard Association. 
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Commissioner Hansen asked if there was a memorandum stating these recommendations from those 
parties? The commissioner stated that it might be good to have the request in writing because of the 
extent of the project. 

Michael LaMont stated that he would request the recommendations in writing. 

Commissioner Hansen asked if the amount of square footage will be increased at the Juvenile Temporary 
Detention Center? 

Michael LaMont responded yes. 

Commissioner Hansen asked what is the current capacity of the Juvenile Temporary Detention Center? 
Michael LaMont responded about five hundred inmates. 

Commissioner Hansen asked if the figure will be the same after the renovation? 

Michael LaMont responded that the capacity will not change because the living units are not being 
expanded. 

Commissioner Hansen asked what is the daily census at the Juvenile Temporary Detention Center? 

Michael LaMont stated that he did not know at this time, and there is not a representative from the 
Juvenile Temporary Detention Center present to respond to his question. He stated that he will provide 
the information to the committee at a later time. 

Chairman Carr stated that Commissioner Collins would like to respond to Commissioner Hansen’s 
question. 

Commissioner Collins informed the committee that she and two other commissioners visited the facility 
earlier in the week and observed the intake process. She further stated that plans are to have a state-of- 
the-art intake process that will be moved to the second floor. The commissioner concluded by stating that 
she believes the daily census is 480 and the intake area is currently not sufficient. 

Commissioner Silvestri asked if the project cost is $775,500 or if it was part of a larger project? 

Michael LaMont stated that the $775,500 is the consulting fee for the $8.5 million dollar project. 

Commissioner Silvestri stated that he appreciated the comments from Commissioner Collins because it is 
informative. He further stated that because the amount of funds requested to complete the project, 
someone from the Juvenile Temporary Detention Center should be present to help explain the project.

Michael LaMont stated that April 17, 2000, includes the sixty-day extension, which runs from February

Michael LaMont responded yes. 

Commissioner Moreno moved approval of Item Nos. 234808, 234809 and 234810, seconded by 
Commissioner Silvestri.

FOR INFORMATION PURPOSES ONLY fSKOKIE PARKING STRUCTURE) 

Michael LaMont asked Bruce Washington to give the committee an update on the temporary parking 
situation at the Skokie garage. 

Bruce Washington, Deputy Director, Office of Capital Planning and Policy, stated that the Office of 
Capital Planning and Policy would like to have temporary parking in place by May 15, 2000, have the 
garage itself closed down by May 15th or some indication that the garage is safe for parking. He stated 
that the Office of Capital Planning and Policy has come up with two options: lease a half acre of land just 
east of the existing parking structure, from the owner of Construction Technology Laboratories, Inc. 
(CTL) and convert into temporary parking for the facility. If that space beeomes available, roughly nine 
hundred cars will be able to park in the area, which is adjacent to the existing garage. At that point, the 
Office of Capital Planning and Policy would move to demolish the garage and build a new one. Option 
two would be to provide temporary parking around the building itself The plan would be to pour a gravel 
stone base for approximately three hundred cars to park around the building. However, onee the new 
facility is constructed, the graveled area would be landscaped. 
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Bruce Washington further stated that the Office of Capital Planning and Policy is trying to minimize 
destroying any of the area around the building itself. He stated that the three hundred spaces is still not 
enough for the parking needs of the facility. He said the other option would be to take half of the land 
that is available at Construction Technology Laboratories, Inc. (CTL) for the other six hundred. 

Commissioner Sims asked if there is any other vacant property close to the Skokie courthouse where a 
garage can be built? 

Bruce Washington responded that there is no other available land. He stated that the Office of Capital 
Planning and Policy had an aerial survey of the area and the only other land close by is Forest Preserve 
land which still does not meet the needs. He stated the amount of money the Office of Capital Planning 
and Policy plans to spend is not a large sum but the cost to repair the existing garage is cost prohibitive 
which is the reason the Office is recommending the temporary parking solution. 

Commissioner Hansen asked what is the total number of parking spaces at the existing garage? 

Bruce Washington responded eleven hundred. 

Commissioner Hansen asked what is the estimated daily use? 

Bruce Washington responded approximately nine hundred. 

Commissioner Hansen asked if the Office of Capital Planning and Policy has spoken to Construction 
Technology Laboratories, Inc. (CTL)? 

Bruce Washington stated that they are currently in negotiations with Construction Technology 
Laboratories, Inc. (CTL). 

Commissioner Hansen asked if the County has any options other than demolishing the current garage and 
starting over? 

Michael LaMont stated that the only other option is to spend several million dollars to repair the structure 
for an unknown period of time. 

Commissioner Hansen asked the capacity of the new parking garage? 

Bruce Washington responded that the Office of Capital Planning and Policy would prepare an analysis 
and report to the committee with the findings. 

Commissioner Hansen stated that the committee had asked whether the County had any options left from 
a legal point of view, but has not received an answer from the State’s Attorney. 

Bruce Washington stated that the Office of Capital Planning and Policy has talked to Pat Shymanski who 
is still working on the matter. 

Commissioner Sutker asked the length of time required for the lease to go into effect and remain in 
effect? 

Michael LaMont stated the County would want at least a two-year lease to design and construct a new 
facility. He stated that nothing has been proposed to Construction Technology Laboratory, Inc. (CTL) in 
reference to the land and they are in the initial stages. 
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Commissioner Sutker asked if there has been any consideration given to utilizing the Forest Preserve 
District parking to the west and providing shuttling between that site and the courthouse? 

Michael LaMont stated that the Office of Capital Planning and Policy has talked about it internally and 
will also pursue that option. 

Michael LaMont stated that the Office of Capital Planning and Policy will put a traffic consultant at the 
courthouse to study the traffic pattern. 

Commissioner Hansen moved to receive and file the Status Report on the Skokie Courthouse, 
seconded by Commissioner Sims. The motion carried unanimously. 

PROJECT PROGRESS REPORT - MARCH 28. 2000 

Commissioner Hansen raised a question regarding the installation of uninterrupted power source (UPS) at 
69 West Washington? 

Michael LaMont stated that the installation is for the purpose of following the progress of that project. 

Commissioner Hansen asked why is the old Cook County Hospital being included in the countywide 
ADA? 

Michael LaMont stated that Cook County Hospital is not being included, and ADA requirements will be 
looked at in all buildings remaining after the new Cook County Hospital is built. 

Commissioner Hansen asked Mr. LaMont if he would address his question at a later point and time. 

Commissioner Hansen raised a question regarding the countywide structured wiring. He said he has not 
received answers to previous questions. 

Bruce Washington responded that he has been tiying to find a time so that he can meet with the 
commissioner and will call his office and schedule an appointment. 

Commissioner Hansen asked if the County had a contract with Lucent Technologies? 

Michael LaMont stated that the Board approved a contract with Lucent Technologies recently and Lucent 
provides telephone switches and upgrades, not wiring. 

Commissioner Hansen asked when will the committee receive an evaluation on the Medical Records 
Renovation? 

Michael LaMont stated that the question is still being evaluated. 

Commissioner Hansen moved to adjourn the meeting, seconded by Commissioner Sims. The 
motion carried.

WHEREAS, Cristo Rey Jesuit High School is the first new Catholic high school in the Archdiocese of 
Chicago in 33 years, and is a college preparatory school founded in 1996 by the Chicago province of the 
Society of Jesus (the Jesuits) to serve the predominantly Latino community in Pilsen/Little Village; and 

WHEREAS, Francis Cardinal George, O.M.I. officially dedicated the new school building at 1852 West 
22nd Place in Chicago, on Sunday, March 26, 2000. The new three-story, 52,000 square foot state of the 
art facility, which opened for classes in January, cost $9.7 million and is home to 23 classrooms, 
including two art studios, three science laboratories, and four computer rooms; and 

WHEREAS, tuition costs at Cristo Rey are met by working at 70 different jobs in 61 different downtown 
Chicago firms. Students share full time jobs at these firms and each works five days per month. Class 
and work schedules are organized so students never have to miss one or the other; and 

WHEREAS, Cristo Rey Jesuit High School, offers a dual language program in which students study in 
both Spanish and English. This program strengthens students’ skills in both languages and gives 
immigrant Latino young people a greater appreciation for their native heritage; and 

WHEREAS, the school enjoys a 97% daily attendance rate, less than one percent of its students have 
dropped out of school, and 75% of the members of the first two graduating classes are currently enrolled 
in college. In addition, Cristo Rey has received broad support from the greater Chicago community as 
evidenced by a 30-month capital campaign that has netted $13.2 million and an expanding pool of 
employers who seek to participate in the school’s work-study program. The cost per student at Cristo 
Rey is $9,000. Students earn $6,250 through their work-study positions and pay $2,200 towards tuition. 
Contributions from donors make up the difference. About one-third of Cristo Rey’s students receive 
financial assistance through scholarships. 
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NOW THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED that the Cook County Board of Commissioners does hereby 
congratulate Cristo Rey Jesuit High School and commends the cutting edge concept of offering a private 
college preparatory education to young people who otherwise could not afford such an opportunity, and

WHEREAS, the County of Cook, Illinois (the “County”) is a home rule unit under Subsection (a) 
of Section 6, Article VII of the Illinois Constitution of 1970; and 

WHEREAS, there exists within the borders of the County a recognized need for decent, well- 
constructed and maintained affordable housing and the need for lower cost financing of business 
expansion to create and retain jobs; and 

■ WHEREAS, the County is authorized under state law and the County’s home rule powers (i) to 
issue revenue bonds (“Bonds”) to finance below market interest rate mortgage loans to individuals and to 
finance below market interest rate loans to businesses and other organizations to encourage the creation 
and retention of jobs and (ii) to issue mortgage credits certificates (“Certificates”) to provide housing 
assistance for qualified individuals; and 
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WHEREAS, the Internal Revenue Code of 1986, as amended (the “Code”) limits the amount of 
Bonds and Certificates that may be issued by the County on a tax-exempt basis under the Code; and 

WHEREAS, the County desires to consider establishing and implementing 2000 Bond and 
Certificate programs with the allocation of its 2000 bond volume cap as defined in Section 146 of the 
Code (the “Volume Cap”) in the amount of $6,475,000; and 

WHEREAS, pursuant to the Illinois Private Activity Bond Allocation Act (the “Act”), the 
County’s Volume Cap allocation may be ceded to the State of Illinois if it is not used or allocated to 
specific projects or purposes by April 30, 2000. 

NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED by the President and the Board of Commissioners of 
the County of Cook, Illinois (“Corporate Authorities”): 

Section 1. Public Purpose. It is hereby found, determined and declared that the purpose of this 
Resolution is to take steps designed to reduce the cost of financing principal residences 
located in the County in order to provide decent, affordable housing for qualifying persons of 
low and moderate income; and to provide below market interest rate loans to businesses and 
other organizations to create and retain jobs. 

Section 2. Allocation of Volume Cap. The Corporate Authorities hereby authorize the allocation of the 
entire amount of the County’s Volume Cap for calendar year 2000 to a Single Family 
Mortgage Bond, a Mortgage Credit Certificate Program or a Industrial Revenue Bond 
Program, or any combination thereof, to be approved by the Corporate Authorities. 

Section 3. Approval of Further Actions. From and after the adoption of this Resolution, the proper 
officials, agents and employees of the County are hereby authorized, empowered and directed 
to do all such acts and things and to execute all such documents as may be necessary to carry 
out and comply with the provisions of this Resolution or to effectuate the purpose hereof. 

Section 4. Effective Date. This Resolution shall be in full force and effect upon its passage and approval.

WHEREAS, because of these impressive aesthetics, in 1982, Bloom became the first public high school

Bloom has required major 
additions including the Industrial Arts Building, the music and art wing, the Nelson Field House, the 
Workman Auditorium and the Steckel Library; and

State Representative from our midst; and
